India wants

NEW DELHI, April 30 (AFP) — India 
has asked Pakistan to clarify remark's; report- 
edly made by President Zia Ul-Haq in a rec- 
ent press interview stressing the need for res- 
umption of the dialogue with India on a 
no-war pact, rather iban in a joint commiss- 
ion, Foreign Minister N&rasftnha Rao said 
Friday. ” 

The dialogue oh the proposal for a no-war 
pad was suspended after India indefinitely 
postponed a scheduled visit to Islamabad by 
Foreign Secretary R.D, Sathe early last 
month. The Indian decision was in protest at 
the Pakistani representatives’ reference to 
the Kashimir dispute at a meetingof the U.N. 
Human Rights Commission in Geneva.

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Iraq claims routing 
Iranians on 2 fronts 


BEIRUT, April 30 (R) — Iraq said Friday 
it bad defeated a new Iranian offensive in the 
19-month-old Gulf war and on one front its 
forces were preparing to counter- attack. 

The official Iraqi News Agency quoted a 
military spokesman in Baghdad as saying the 
Iraqi array had” imposed a total defeat on the 
units of the Iranian enemy” on two battlef- 
ronls in Iran’s- oil province of Khuzestan. 

The spokesman said that on a third front, 
Iraqi forces had stopped an Iranian push 
across a strategic river and other units were 
being drawn up to mount a counter-attack.

Iraqi jet fighters Thursday pounded Iran’s 
largest oil-exporting terminal on Kharg 
island, INA reported. The island terminal 75 
kilometers northwest of the port city of 
B usher, was hit at 14.55 local time 
(11.55GMT . ). 

Quoting an unnamed military spokesman, 
the news agency warned any ships passing 
□ear the island that they would also be sub- 
jected to Iraqi attacks. It gave no other 
details. 

Kharg island houses Iran’s only oil termi- 
nal that can handle super tankers. Other 
export terminals such as the on Lavan island, 
also in the Gulf, are much smaller with less 
sophisticated equipment and unable to load 
several ships simultaneously. 

Iran which is believed to be exporting one 
million barrels of oil per. day. must pump 
more crude to meet the requirements for its 
current budget which depends on revenues 
from at least two million barrels of oil per day 
in exports. Both Iran and Iraq Thursday 
reported heavy fighting on the battiefront at 
Mehran, western Iran. 


According to Tehran Radio Iranian armed, 
forces launched an all-out offensive Friday to 
recapture the key port city of Khorramshahr, 
Iraq’s main prize in the 19-month-old war. 

The lightning push began at dawn with a 
combined ground, sea and air attack on Iraqi 
troops in the A badan-Khorramshahr region, 
the radio said. 

The battlefield lies east of the Shatt Al- 
Arab waterway which divides the warring 
countries at the head of the Gulf. The radio 
said Iranian forces had crossed the strategic 
Karun River and were advancing toward 
Khorramshahr. 

The Iranian army recaptured parts of a 
vital Iraqi supply road running north to the 
Iranian-held city of Ahwaz, driving a wedge 
between Iraqi troops in northern and western 
Khuzestan province, the radio claimed. Ill 
the offensive Iranian forces smashed Iraqi 
frontline defenses, shot down five planes and 
captured 1 ,000 Iraqis according to the radio. 

Military analysts said Iran’s task in freeing 
Khorramshahr would be extremely difficult. 
They said Iraqi troops were well entrenched 
in the once prosperous port, now flattened by 
months of heavy artillery bombardments. 

The new’ Iranian offensive comes exactly 
40 days after an operation in western Khuzes- 
tan where Iran recovered 2.000 square km of 
territory in an eight-day battle. 

The analysts said rbe Iranians won back the 
territory at cost of heavy casualties, using 
human waves of revolutionary guards as the 
main element in their offensive. 

One analyst said Iran might using the same 
technique in a new offensive but added: “how 
long can they keep it up?” 

The March offensive was followed by 
peace efforts by the Nooaligned Movement 
and Islamic organizations. But they failed to 
persuade Iran to go to the negotiating table. 


Reason seeks statute change 

U.S. budget parley fails 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (Agencies) — 
Presidmi! Ronald Reagan officially asked 
Congress to pass a constitutional amendment 
requiring U.S. government to balance the 
federal budget. 

Reagan, unable to agree with congressio- 
nal Democrats on a compromise 1983 bud- 
get, has appealed directly to the American 
people to help . him beat his opponents in 
Congress. 

. In a televised address Thursday night from 
the White House Oval Office, the president 
-stressed the need to send a ** message” to the 
financial market to put the American econ- 
omy back on course — - a move which depen- 
’ ded largely on interest rates, he said. 

. “We have tried the carrot and it failed. 
With the stick of a balanced budget amendm- 
ent, we can slop government’s squandering, 
over-taxing ways, and save our economy,” 
Reagan said. But it was expected the amen- 
dment would take several years to get passed. 
Congress must approve ft by a two-thirds 
majority in each house of the Congress, after 
which four fifths of the stares — 38 out of 50 
— musi pass the measure for it to become 
law. 

President Reagan blamed Democrats for 
the failure of his meeting Wednesday with the 
Democratic Speaker of the House of Repres- 
entatives, Thomas “Tip” O’Neill, and Senate 
Republican leader Sen. Howard Baker, say- 
ing: “Apparently, the philosophical differe- 
nce between us is that they want more and 
more spending, and more and more taxes.” 

The president warned that the budget defi- 
cit would hit $23 3-billion in 1985 if no comp- 
romise were reached with Congress on bud- 
get cuts. But the deficit could be contained at 
$44 billion if a “reasonable” compromise 
were found, he said. On more immediate 
problems, in particular the 1 983 budget, the 
president said he would hold meetings Friday 
with Republican leaders in the Senate and the 
House to ny nnd work out an accord. 

For the 1983 budget, Reagan indicated he 
would use the same strategy to win over 
Democrats as he did for the 1983 budget. 
Last year.. in a series of speeches on televis- 
ion, the president used his immense popular- 
ity to force Congress to adopt his 1982 bud- 
get, which contained the largest. spending and 
tax cuts in U.S. History. 

Frustrated Thursday in his attempt io 
reach a 1983 budget compromise with Dem- 
ocrats. Reagan again urged the voters -to 
force his opponents to give in. “You did it 
once, you can do it again.” the Republican 


president said. 

Opposition Democrats were quick to resp- 
ond, saying Reagan’s policies have led the 
U.S. economy into a high unemployment 
recession that discriminates against the poor. 

Reagan characterized his Democratic 
opponents as spendthrifts who have steadily 
ruined the economy over the past few deca- 
des. 

The president's 1 983 budget projects a def- 
icit of $1 01 .9 billion but in negotiations with 
congressional leaders the White House ackn- 
owledged ft could soar to SI 82 billion. The 
budget has run into trouble in Congress bec- 
ause of resistance to tax cuts approved last 
year and the president’s proposal to increase 
defense spending by 18 percent in 1983. 

Democratic leaders also oppose the scope 
of spending cuts proposed by the president in 
social welfare programs and have said his 
policies discriminate against the poor. 

The president gave an account of month- 
long negotiations between White House and 
congressional representatives. These collap- 
sed when be was unable to narrow differences 
with House Speaker Thomas O'Neill, a 
Democrat, at a three-hour meeting Wednes- 
day. 

Immediately after Reagan’s speech. Dem- 
ocratic Rep. Richard Bolling countered in a 
televised address of his own. 

Bolling, who took pan in the ill-faied bud- 
get negotiations, said Reagan’s economic 
program was too ambitious last year. He said 
the president's tax cuts and heavy defense 
buildup produced massive budget deficits for 
the foreseeable future while cutting import- 
ant programs for the needy. “What the presi- 
dent tried to do was too much too quickly.” 
Bolling said. 

Reagan ran for office on a pledge to bala- 
nce the budget by 1984. But w ith each pass- 
ing month of recession, the president has 
been forced to rerise his deficit estimates. 
Recently, he conceded the budget shonfali 
would reach $93.8 billion in 1 984. 

Meanwhile, administration officials conc- 
eded that the expected economic recovery 
from its current deep recession win be stalled 
because of the mounting deficits the govern- 
ment is incurring. 

The deficit for the government's 19S2 fin- 
ancial year ending SepL 30 is projected at 
5 1 00 billion. Without deep spending cuts or a 
massive injection of new tax revenues in die 
1 9 83 budget, the United States faces a deficit 
of about 5380 billion in 1983 and a sea of 
red-ink in future years. 


Scientists identify space proteins

Amino acids — a block of proteins •— have 
been found in fragments from a meteorite 
that crashed in Australia, a team of resear-

Nature, that the fragments contained the kind 
of amino acids that most commonly occur in 
living things. - •.

Kaunia holds 
‘useful talks 9 
with Botha 

KOPFONTEIN GATE. South Africa, 
Anril 30 (Agencies) — South African Prime 
• in ft. -sic; l.Yv. Botha and Zambian President 
Kenneth Kaunda held more than three hours 
of "useful” talks Friday in a rare bush summit 
between a black African leader and the head 
of the white-minority South African govern- 
ment. 

The two leaders, adversaries in the region's 
racial conflict, emerged smiling from a mob- 
ile trailer straddling the South Africa- 
Botswana border hurriedly sex up for the 
meeting. 

The delegations issued a brief, cautious 
communique after the summit indicating the 
summit produced no concrete agreements. 
“The two leaders had a frank exchange of 
views on the situation in Southern Africa In 
their search for a peaceful solution to the 
problems in the area.” the statement said. 
"The issues covered were those of Namibia 
and South Africa. “Both leaders found the 
exchange of views useful.” 

Sources close to both delegations said earl- 
ier that the two sides could be seeking a deal 
on a cutback on South African raids into 
Angola in exchange for a clampdown on the 
activities of the South West Africa People’s 
Organization (SWAPO) in Southern Angola. 

South African leaders are not used to disc- 
ussing their domestic problems with represe- 
ntatives of foreign governments, but it was 
likely that Botha made use of this opportun- 
ity to outline the reforms he wishes to imple- 
ment at home. Observers here said that on 
several occasions over the past couple of 
weeks, the South African premier has reitera- 
ted his determination to reach some power- 
sharing arrangement with South Africa's 2.8 
million coloreds (people of mixed race) and 
800,000 Indians. 

The presidential council, a consultative 
body set up in September 19S0. is due to 
submit its findings on the reform proposals 
May 10. 

The Zambian president, who has several 
times come out in support on a peaceful settl- 
ement of the Namibian issue, could have 
some influence on the CNA. which has a 
bureau in Lusaka and a refugee camp near 
Mongu, in the west of Zambia. 

High African sources said they were expec- 
ting a shift in policy among the Angolan aut- 
horities in Luanda, perhaps as a result of 
recent visits there by American businessmen 
and Ponuguese President Antonio Eanes. 
They said this was why Angolan leaders were 
not necessarily hostile to a reduction of 
SWAPO activities on their territory, in exch- 
ange for a hah to South African raids, 

Kaunda is understood to have appealed for 
the release of imprisoned African National 
Congress leader Nelson Mandela, the Johan - 
nesburg Star ’s Africa news service reported 
Friday. 

Quoting informed sources, the paper said 
that Kaunda recently indicated his intention 
on the question of Mandela's imprisonment 
at bis meeting with Botha. 

The sources could not indicate whether 
Kaunda suggested Mandela’s release on the 
basis of some type of reciprocal arrangeme- 
nts. 

Nelson Mandela was jailed for life after the 
marathon Rivonia sabotage trial in Pretoria. 
He and other leaders of the CNA, which is 
banned in South Africa, were recently transf- 
erred from the maximum security prison on 
Robben Island to Pollsmoor Prison near 
Cape Town. 


Argentina bows 
to U.N. resolution 


UNITED NATIONS, April 30 (R) — 
Argentina said Friday it was ready to comply 
with the Security Council’s mandatory resol- 
ution on the Falk lands crisis 'in its entirety’. 

Foreign Minister Nicanor Costa Mendez 
also told reporters that his government had 
not rejected U.S. Secretary of State Alexan- 
der Haig's peace proposals. 

This contradicted Haig's statement Friday 
that the plan had been turned down In Bue- 
nos Aires. 

The resolution Costa Mendez referred to 
was adopted on April 3 and called for an end 
to hostilities, immediate withdrawal of Arge- 
ntine forces from the Falklands and a diplo- 
matic settlement. Costa Mendez reaffirmed 
to reporters the Argentine government's 
wish for a negotiated, peaceful solution to the 
crisis. 

Costa Mendez said Argentina was in favor 
of U.N. intervention in the crisis. The Latin 
connection of Secretary General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar — he is from Peru — should not 
bar him from participating in the search for a 
solution. He said thar after having negotiated 
in vain for 17 years for a settlement of the 
Falklands problem. Argentina was still open 
for further discussions on the question. 

Costa Mendez made his remarks only min- 
utes after the United States announced it was 
imposing economic and military sanctions 
against Argentina, and offering "material 
support” to Britain. 

The Argentine minister had just conferred 
with Perez de Cuellar and the President of the 
Security Council. 

A U.N. spokesman said Costa Mendez had 
not asked for further council action in the 
crisis. But his reference to de Cuellar and 
various l/.N. organs appeared to leave a wide 
field of options for possible peace efforts. 

The minister said any negotiations should 
center on Argentine sovereignty over the isl- 
ands. which was not negotiable. He said his 
government would issue a statement Costa 
Mendez did not disclose his own plans, but a 
U N\ spAc-.ir.an said he hcJ Sce:--eJ :hr: tiv; 
minister would leave for Buenos Aires Fri- 
day. 

The Security Council resolution on the 
Falklands was passed by a 10-1 vote with the 
Soviet Union. Poland, Spain and China absta- 
ining. Panama voted against it . 

Approved a day after Argentine forces sei- 
zed Falkland Islands on April 5, it railed for; 

(1) Immediate cessation of hostilities, 

(2) Immediate withdrawal of all Argentine 
forces from the Falkland Islands, and 

(3) Argentina and Britain to seek a diplo- 
matic solution to their differences and to res- 
pect fully the purposes and principles of the 
charter of the United Nations. 


The resolution made no referent 10 sove- 
reignty over the islands, regarded OS Q crucial 
issue. 

Britain says it is abiding by the terms of the 
resolution and that its decision to send naval 
forces to the South Atlantic is In line with 
article 51 of the U.N. charter which gives 
member states the right to act in self-defense. 

Giving an account of his talk with the Secr- 
etary general, the Argentine foreign minister- 
told reporters in English "I have sold Argent- 
ina is always ready to com ply with 302 resolu- 
tion and to accept the intervention of the 
U.N., or any of its elements, and pf course of 
the secretary general.”

— Creation of a temporary, tripartite adm- 
inistration on the island, including Argentina, 
Britain and the U.S.. 

— Continuation of the local, traditional 
administration of the island with Argentine 
participation, and 

— Establishment of a framework leading 
to a final solution which would consider "the 
interests of both sides and the wishes of the 
inhabitants” of the Falklands. 


Israelis dismiss 4th Arab 
mayor of West Bank town 


TEL AVIV. April 30 (Agencies) — Israeli 
military authorities in the occupied West 
Bank Friday dismissed the mayor of Anabta, 
Wahid Hamdullah, the fourth mayor to be 
fired in a drive to weaken Palestinian 
nationalists. 

Hamdullah told the Associated Press by 
telephone he had been summoned to the 
military headquarters to be told he had been 
dismissed, and then Israeli soldiers had dri- 
ven him home. "They told me not to leave my 
house,” he said. The military command said 
Maj. Gen. Uri Orr, commander of the central 
front, had ordered the dismissal of Hamdul- 
Iah who. in addition to opposing Israeli occu- 
pation. had flouted restrictions on his 
movement and possessed literature of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. Hamdul- 
lah was convicted by a military court Sunday. 

The occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip 
and Arab East Jerusalem have been in a tur- 
bulent state of uprising since mid-March 
when Israel fired the mayors of El Bireh. 
Nablus and Ramailah. Israeli soldiers have 
shot several Palestinians dead in suppressing 
riots that were further inflamed April 1 1 by a 
Jewish gunman's attack an the A1 Aqsa and 
Omar mosques. 

Hamdullah, an associate of dismissed Nab- 
lus Mayor Bassam Shakaa, opposed the civil 
administration that Israel started in the West 
Bank last November in a drive to draw Pales- 
tinians into supporting the Camp David plan 
for limited self-rule in the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

In the meantime Israeli and Palestinian 
sources Friday both published heavy casualty 
figures for the past weeks' uprising in the 
occupied West Bank, though independent 
observers have found the Israeli figures to be 
far loo low as far as Palestinian casualties are 
concerned. 

Quoting military sources, The Jerusalem 
Post said that nine Pal« ..jians had been kil- 
led and . jea since March JO, when 
Israeli authorities dissolved the town council 
in the West Bank town of El Bireh. This 
figure did not include those shut dead in the 
A1 Aqsa and Omar mosques in Jerusalem or 
the wounded in that incident. 

The Israeli sources said that two Israeli 
soldiers had died over the same period, with 
32 wounded, along with 16 Israeli and four 
foreign civilians. The figures for Israeli 


casualties are probably right, but are far from 
the truth for Palestinian casualties, as foreign 
newsmen have regularly discovered by mak- 
ing rounds of the hospitals after the uprising. 

The Palestinian press office Friday pub- 
lished figures — identifying each victim — 
listing eight Palestinians dead and ISO 
wounded by gunfire since only April 1 } . The 
list did not count those injured other than by 
Israeli shots.

Interior ministry to publish brochure

RI yAD H, April 30 — The Interior 
Ministry will shortly bring out a brochure in 
Arabic^ (and subsequently in English) 
explaining the rules and regulations concern- 
ing visa. “Many expatriates do not know the 
procedures to be Followed for obtaining visas. 
They do not produce the necessary papers, 
which cause the hold-up. We hope that with 
the publication of this brochure, there will be 
fewer mistakes on the part of the applicants.” 
Dr. Abdul Jaleel Al-Saif. director-general for 
visa control in the ministry of interior, told 
Arab News in an interview recently. 

He said many visa applicants make the mis- 
take of signing the contract without obtaining 
the permit from the commerce ministry. “Till 
the permit is obtained, no visa can be issued 
in such cases.” he clarified. The permit 
specifics the type of job one has been author- 
ised • to do. “Vet deviations from the permit 
have been detected. People apply for visas for 
jobs not sanctioned by the permit. Thus they 
cither apply without a permit or do not follow 
the permit when obtained.” he sard. 

Other lapses concern nun-production of 
departure certificate for the employee who 
has left. Unable to produce the certificate 
from the respective embassies, they trot out 
flimsy excuses for cover-up. "We replace 
visas only on the basis of new contracts, 
departure certificates or certificates for the 
unused visas.” Saif said. 

According to him. it is also incumbent on 
applicants in need of block visas to produce a 
supporting letter from the regional labor 
office. The letter should certify that the com- 
pany exists and is engaged in the profession 


specified in the application. This rule will not, 
however, apply to well-known foreign or 
local firms, companies having contract with 
anv ministry or a government establishment 
or those engaged in a big government project, 
the director-general clarified. 

He said the measure has become necessary 
since a few spurious firms are operating with 
a view to making easy money by recruiting 
foreign labor for which a tidy sum is collected 
and later shared between the Saudi partner 
and his recruiting agency. This leaves the 
laborer in the lurch because, on arrival, he 


finds himself either without a job or one that 
was not mentioned at the time of the inter- 
view. The requirement of a supporting letter 
from the labor office is meant to take care of 
this, Saif added. 

He also referred to the new facility under 
which an employment visa can be extended 
up to one year from the present duration of 
six months. He said the new facility, which' 
follows a directive from Prince Naif and his 
deputy Prince Ahmad, is intended to help 
foreigners, both in the matter of block and 
individual visa requirements. 


Natsha hails King’s solidarity call

Airport to be 
ready soon 

JEDDAH. April 30 — The SRI 1 bill- 
ion King Khaled International Airport at 
Riyadh is almost 65 percent complete, 
with 33 separate contracts given for const- 
ruction of permanent facilities and 26 oth- 
ers for the support facilities. 

Brig. Said Yousef Amin, director of 
International Airports Projects (IAP). 
told Saudi Business that 400 companies 
were invited to submit proposals and 
about 200 of them actually did so. Of 
these. 59 were selected but hundreds of 
other firms are likely to participate as sub- 
contractors and suppliers. 

He said that 27 Saudi firms are now 
involved in the project either as contract- 
ors or subcontractors. Of the S6 compan- 
ies serving as suppliers of materials. 41 are ; 
Saudi, he said, and added that the IAP 
works jointly with its construction manag- 
ement firm, Arabian Bechtel Company, to 
keep track of the progress.

Knoxville witnesses* biggest extravaganza ’ 

Kingdom participates in Energy Expo ’82

WASHINGTON — Saudi Arabia is taking 
part in the South’s “biggest extravaganza," 
the first international exhibition to be held 
anywhere in the world since 1975. Twenty- 
two other countries have set up shops in Kno- 
xville, Tennessee, putting the finishing touc- 
hes on their pavilions for the 1982 World's 
Fair. 

Despite the usual bouts of local political 
controversy, financial squabbles and constru- 
ction delays associated with- such a gigantic 
undertaking. The fair — officially known as 
Energy Expo '82 — will get underway as 
scheduled May 1. 

The foreign exhibits, displays by over 50 
corporations, shops, restaurants, an amuse- 
ment park, concerts and sporting events and, 
if everything goes as the fair’s promoters 
hope, about 1 1 million people will fill a 72- 
acre site in downtown Knoxville by the time 
the expo closes on Oct. 31. 

Saudi Arabia's pavilion in Knoxville will 
mark the first time the Kingdom has particip- 
ated in such an international event in the 
United States. And it’s taking the opportun- 
ity not only to display the petroleum industry, 
but also the qualities of Saudi Arabia that are 
lesser known by Americans, and much of the 
world. 

Knoxville’s theme will be “Energy Turns 
the World.” giving nations and companies a 
chance to display their concept of just what 
keeps things running. It is a more than apt 
title for the modest East Tennessee city which 
is near the Oak Ridge nuclear facilities — 
“birthplace of the atomic age” — and serves 
as home for the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
the United States' most extensive network of 
hydoelectric production. 

But expositions like Knoxville will also 
give Saudi Arabia and other countries a cha-

nee to show off their cultures — the energy of 
their peoples. And one company is even spo- 
nsoring a sports Hall of Fame, in a more 
loosely adapted exhibition on the energy 
theme — sports energy. 

“Most Americans think only of oil. desert 
and camels when you say Saudi Arabia." said 
Ibrahim Khoja, the Kingdom's commercial 
attache in Washington and overseer of the 
design and construction of the Saudi pavilion. 

“We want to demonstrate that the use of 
our wealth takes place within development 
plans which emphasize human welfare as well 
as industrial growth, “Khoja said. Khoja, 
who has been shuttling between Washington 
and Knoxville for the past year, said the fair 
will give Saudi Arabia the chance ro educate 
“grassroots Americans" about the Kingdom. 

“The pavilion’s location in Tennessee and 
the fact that it will be open for six months give 
us the access to hundreds of thousands of 
people who will hear and see what is really 
happening in Saudi Arabia," Khoja explai- 
ned. He estimated that more than three mill- 


ion people will file through the Saudi exhibit 
before the fair ends. 

The pavilion’s major theme. “Estemal 
Values in a Dynamic Nation” will show the 
cultural and historic aspects of life in the Kin- 
dom. as well as the quickly changing industr- 
ial base and way of life. 

A model of the Grand Mosque will highli- 
ght the 16,64 1 -sq. foot Saudi exhibit, surrou- 
nded by five theme areas that will portray the 
human resources of the Saudis, Islam, the 
Kingdom's industrial development, the Cra- 
dle of Civilization and bedouin tradition, and 
50 years of Saudi-U.S. relations. About 30 
Saudi students attending school in the East 
Tennessee area will wear native Saudi dress 
and serve as guides for the pavilion. 

“It would please me very much if the most 
important effect of the pavilion will be that 
the visitors will begin to appreciate Saudis as 
human beings who share the same concerns 
as other people throughout the world."

the late Shah) coupled by other peculiarities 
all serve to qualify him as the country's supr- 


eme religious authority m the future." 

Montazeri. believed to be in his 60s. is 
handpicked by Muslim hardliners as the app- 
arent to Khomeini. Last February, however. 
■Iran's President Ali ^hamenci was quoted in 
an interview as saying that a leadership coun- 
cil made up of three to five men will replace 
Khomeini when he dies. 

Khomeini, 82, has a history of heart probl- 
ems and is believed to be in frail health. His 
public appearances have been limited to once 
or twice a month, as opposed to almost daily 
meetings and audiences w'ith various officials 
nnd people who requested to see him.

Zayed, Benjedid discuss Mideast

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SOUTH YEMEN-OMAN RIFT 

The foreign ministers of Kuwait and the UAE are due to resume 
iheir mediation between South Yemen and Oman which are locked 
in a running dispute dating back to the late 1960s but threatening to 
explode at any time. The two ministers represent the Gulf Cooperat- 
ion Council countries of which Oman is also a member while South 
Yemen, a close ally of the Soviet Union, does not recognize Oman 
and supports a "liberation front" based in South Yemen aimed at 
overthrowing the regime of Sultan Qabous. 

Previous attempts have not borne fruit and the dispute has actually 
festered because of charges and counter-charges of falling into the 
laps of the superpowers. Oman says that South Yemen is a large 
Soviet military base with warplanes, warships and stockpiles of arms 
which one day helped India in its war with Pakistan resulting in the 
creation of Bangladesh. 

The same stockpile may someday be used against Oman and other 
Gulf states, according to Oman. South Yemen has been stung to the 
quick by the recent accord between Oman and the U.S. which led to 
the U.S. use of certain military facilities in the Omani island of 
Masiruh. at one time u British staging area when Oman was British 
protectorate and the UAE called the Trucial States in colonialist 
parlance. 

When Sultan Qabous ascended the throne after ousting his ailing 
father in 1 470 the new South Yemen government which emerged 
independent from British colonialism at once launched the ‘‘liberat- 
ion front" in an attempt to dislodge the Qabous regime and instal a 
• progressive" government in line with that of Aden. 

The sultan managed, w ith Iranian assistance, to control the situat- 
ion and decimate the front pushing it back into South Yemen. There 
has been relative peace since 1975 but this could be disturbed if 
South Yemen and Oman do not patch it up and normalize their 
relations under Arab aegis and away from superpower entangleme- 
nts. This may be mainly wishful thinking but the alternative is worse. 
As both eoun tries are of prime strategic interest the two superpowers 
will be watching the situation with special care. 


Saudi Arabian press review 


Iranian allegations Ih.tl the 
Kingdom was involved in the coup 
attempt against the Khomeini reg- 
ime. and the U.S. policy on the 
Palestine problem were the major 
topics for editorial comment in 
Friday’s newspapers. 

,ti -Jazireh said it believed Israel 
was behind the Iranian charges 
that the Kingdom was involved in 
the latest coup attempt against the 
Khomeini regime. 

Commenting on the claim, 
which has since been categorically 
denied by Saudi official sources, 
the paper said. “We believe that 
Israel is behind the Khomeini reg- 
ime's charges that the Kingdom 
was involved, with certain leading 
elements, in the coup attempt" 

It described ihe charges as base- 
less and said ihat ever since ihe 
Kingdom was founded it had 
never be«jn on record of having 
intervened in the internal affairs 
of other countries. ** We see a fore- 
ign element standing behind the 
unfounded Khomeini accusations 
against (he Kingdom." it added. 

The paper wondered why the 
Khomeini regime did not dare to 
level such false charges against the 
Kingdom in all previous coup att- 
empts. "Everybody know s that for 
several months now the Khomeini 
regime has been under the grip of 
Israel after it sought its help for 
arms and ammunition to continue 
the war against Iraq and after Isr- 
ael became in full control of the 


regime," it said. 

“The Iranian regime's insiste 
nee to continue the war against 
Iraq despite its military defeat and 
economic, financial and 'social 
problems is an indication that Isr- 
ael had robbed it its free will," it 
added. 

The paper reiterated the official 
Saudi stand, namely that the Kin- 
gdom was keen on establishing 
stable relations with sisterly Isla- 
mic states, including Iran and that 
its relations with others were 
based on mutual understanding 
and respect and noninterference 
in internal affairs. 

Al -Madina h attacked the U.S. 
policy on the Palestine problem 
especially its latest stand during a 
U.N. General Assembly debate. 
The paper said the draft resolution 
presented by Senegal and Malta 
had expressed the "indignation of 
the whole world, with the except- 
ion of the U.S. over the escalating 
crimes committed by Israel agai- 
nst the Arab nation." 

It added that the "hostile and 
suspect counter-moves led by the 
U.S. to undermine calls for stopp- 
ing military, economic and politi- 
cal aid to Israel revealed the true 
nature of U.S. policy.”

Suharto 
certain to win 
elections

JAKARTA — 

Indonesians vote next week in a parliamentary 
election which President Suharto is certain to win. 
Less certain is the economic future of this country, 
hit by the oil glut and the world recession. The 
outcome of the poll is a foregone conclusion — the 
confirmation of the ruling military-backed Golkar 
"functional group" for another five-year term. 

The relatively weak opposition Muslim (PPP) 
Party and small Democratic Party may increase 
their representation in the 460-seat parliament, at 
present 70 percent controlled by the government 
with the help of 100 presidential appointees. 

Indonesia, the world's most papulous Muslim 
country, has enjoyed an oil-financed boom in the 
five years since the last election. The economy is 
still buoyant. But crude oil production, which stood 
at about 1.6 million barrels per day (bpd) early last 
year, has fallen to about 1.2 million — 100.000 
bpd below’ a quota imposed by the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEQ. Accord- 
ing to Oil Minister Subroro the government lost 
$680 million in the first quarter of this year in 
reduced oil revenue. 

Although oil and gas exports account for nearly 
80 percent of budgetary revenue, there has also 
been a serious drop in non-oil exports such as tim- 
ber. coffee, tin, and rubber. These showed a 30 
percent fall in value last year and there is little sign 
of recovery in prices or demand. 

Foreign exchange reserves are still a healthy $11 
billion. Nevertheless economists, jwith the help of the 
World Bank, are busy re-drafting a $25 billion bud- 
get for the 1982-83 financial year in the light of 
expected revenue shortfalls. 

Efforts are being made to boost exports, officials 
are tightening up on tax collection and fresh foreign 
loans are being floated. Whatever happens, minist- 
ers promise there will be no reduction in the plan- 
ned $13 billion development budget. Such a cut 
could weaken the government's position at the 
polls. 

Since independence in 1945, Indonesia has had 
only one real leadership change — the replacement 
of the late President Sukarno by President Suharto 
in the wake of a 1 965 coup attempt. Economically 
President Suharto's record is impressive. With a 
great deal of help from oil revenues his new order 
regime, in close partnership with the armed forces 
(ABRI), has enforced national stability. 

Inflation, which topped 650 percent in the anar- 
chy of the Sukarno years, has been brought under 
control. It averaged 20 percent in the 70s. In 1981 it 
was officially pm at only seven percent and this 
year, following a big cut in domestic fuel subsidies, 
will probably be no higher than 15 percent. 

Self-sufficiency in rice, the staple food, is a dream 
that is turning into reality and has greatly enhanced 
the standing of the new order regime. In just three 
years massive government spending on rice develo- 
pment has turned the country round from being the 
world's biggest rice importer to having reserves of 
2.5 million tons. Last year's record 22 million ton 
crop looks like being exceeded by another bumper 
harvest in 1982. 

Suharto will reap important political rewards 
•from the . rice harvest. Almost half the nation’s 147 
million people are directly involved in growing it. 
But despite the regime’s economic successes, or 
perhaps because of them, it is facing an upsurge in 
political frustration and demands for change. 

Better communications and improved educatio- 
nal opportunities have created rising expectations 
among the younger generation and city dwellers. 
There are also increasing, though still-muted, dem- 
ands for political reform. If may well be that to 
ensure its long-term political future the Suharto 
government will have to be more responsive to 
these demands. 
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Argentines baffled by Britain’s reaction to Falklands’ seizure

' BUENOS AIRES - 
Britain's tough reaction to Argentina's seizure of 
•the Falkland (Malvinas) Islands has prompted 
frustration and puzzlement here from the man in 
the street up to government level. Most Argentines 
are baffled as to why the British government should 
care so much for a group of islands so far from 
London and which, in Argentine eyes, have been 
neglected for nearly a century and a half. 

Argentine Foreign Minister Nicanor Costa 
Mendez said the British decision to send a big fleet 
steaming into the South Atlantic was like something 
out of a science fiction novel. Argentines have been 
taught for generations that Britain usurped the 
200-odd islands in an act of piracy in 1833'. 

An American warship drove the Argentine garri- 
son off the island in that year and Britain resumed 
conttoi. Argentina had proclaimed sovereignty 
over the islands in 1 816, when it declared indepen- 
dence from Spaiti, in what it saw. as a logical inheri- 
tance from colonial rule. 

Now, 28 million Argentines have rallied behind a 
military junta which only a week' be fore the occupa- 


tion was under increasing pressure to speed a return 
to civilian government. 

Argentina’s takeover of the Falklands on April 2 
came after 1 7 years of fruitless negotiations. Argen- 
tina repeatedly accused Britain of dragging its feet 
over the issue and former Foreign Minister Oscar 
Camilion has said that whenever he tried to discuss 
it with the then foreign secretary. Lord Carrington, 
he met with rebuff and impatience. 

"He made it very clear that Britain had more 
pressing issues to deal with, such as the Middle East, 
arid that the Malvinas featured rather low on the 
Foreign Office’s list of priorities,’’ he^aid. 

Gen. Leopoldo Galtieri made the early achieve- 
ment of Argentine sovereignty over the archipelago 
one of the main objectives of his government when 
he seized power in a palace coup last December. 

The government’s original intention was to 
achieve substantial progress toward British accep- 
tance of Argentine sovereignty by the end of this 
year through monthly talks. This was agreed in 
principle at a meeting between the two sides in New 
York last January but never ratified by London. 
This was taken by Argentina as a sign of British 


unwillingness to negotiate seriously, informed 
sources said. 

The timing of the takeover, coming on the heels 
of the biggest anti-government demonstration in six 
years of military rule, raised suspicion that it had 
been carried out to rally public opinion behind the 
government. But informed sources say that prep- 
arations to seize the archipelago began in late 
March, after Britain sent a navy ship to the Falk- 
lands dependencey of South Georgia when a group 
of Argentine scrap merchants hoisted their coun- 
try’s flag there. 

Whatever its motives, the takeover has ended 
149 years of deeply-felt frustration and triggered a 
burst of patriotic pride. The fact that' the 1,800 
islanders, mostly sheep farmers of British stock, 
want to remain British is irrelevant to most Argen- 
tines, who say that 100,000 people of British des- 
cent have prospered in their country while keeping 
strong cultural links with their homeland. They feel 
that the islanders have much to gain by becoming 
Argentines, a point many members of the Anglo- 
Argentine community have been stressing since the 
crisis erupted. 


Government ministers have said that Argentine 
sovereignty would mean more economic help and 
less isolation for the islands, which are about 400 
miles from Argentina and 8,000 miles from Britain. 
One of the first government moves was to set up 
color television facilities so that the islanders could 
watch next June's World Cup live. 

Long queues forming outside army, navy and air 
force recruitment centers underline the general 
feeling in Argentina that the seizure was a rightful, 
though belated, response to Britain’s occupation of 
the islands in 1833. 

Most diplomatic analysts agree that economic 
and strategic considerations have played little part 
in the government’s decision to take over the 
archipelago, whose far-flung dependencies of 
South Georgia and South Sandwich hold the key to 
strategic seal anes to the Antarctic. Argentina has 
laid a claim on one-tenth of the frozen continent but 
has made no mention of it throughout the crisis with 
Britain. (R) 


Neutral states to participate in N- test ban talks

GENEVA — 

After years of frustration at the two superpowers’ 
unability — or unwillingness — to halt the nuclear 
arms race, the nonaligned nations have won a voice 
in negotiations to end all tests of these deadly 
weapons. Apparently influenced by growing world 
concern about accumulating stockpiles of bombs 
which could destroy the globe many times over, the 
United States and the Soviet Union have now 
agreed to let other countries in on the talks. 

It was the biggest achievement of the 40-nauon 
Geneva Disarmament Committee, which has just 
ended three-month talks here designed to lay a 
groundwork for the second U.N. special session on 
disarmament in New York this summer. The deci- 
sion will bring countries like Japan — the only 
victim so far of nuclear attack — as well as Euro- 
pean and Third World neutrals such as Sweden, 
Mexico, Brazil and Nigeria into the negotiating 
process, albeit at a preliminary stage. 

But the step was not taken without much heart- 
searching by the "Big Two” which with Britain have 
monopolized nuclear test-ban talks for years while 
apparently getting nowhere. The U.S. did a policy 
turnabout in proposing the idea, which it had adam- 
antly rejected before, while the Soviet Union and its 
allies accepted it only hours before the session 
ended. 

And some people here are cynically saying that 
the decision to extend the test-ban talics is no more 
than a political sop to the smaller countries by the 
superpowers. 

There has been mounting anger within the com- 
mittee — the world’s principal forum for multilat- 
eral disarmament negotiations — at the slow prog- 


ress of the trilateral talks, which dragged on for 
years without result before being suspended a year 
and a half ago. Britain is the other member of the 
tripartite process. The other two nuclear- weapon 
states. France and China, though members of tbe 
Disarmament Committee, do not participate. 

With the anti-nuclear campaign building up in 
recent months, in the United States as well as West- 
ern Europe, delegates here lost no opportunity to 
criticize Moscow and Washington for what is seen ' 
by many nations as complete disinterest in the sub- 
ject 

The outspoken State Secretary Inga Tborsson of 
Sweden — often the scourge of the big powers on 
arms issues — accused the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union soon after the start of the session of deliber- 
ately blocking efforts for a test ban at a time of 
growing world pressure for nuclear arms reductions 
and said other countries resented it. 

Her outburst came after the director of the U.S. 
Arms Control and Disarmament Agency ( ACDA), 
Eugene Rostow, appeared ro shring off hopes of 
ending nuclear blasts by telling the committee: “A 
test ban cannot of itself end the threat posed by 
nuclear weapons." To many delegates here, the 
U.S. official appeared to be putting off prospects of 
a halt in testing to the dim and distant future. 

The effect of the new decision is to form a sort of 
committee of the whole in which a]T 40 nations will 
discuss bow a test-ban, if achieved, can be properly 
policed and verified. 

The United States, announcing to general sur- 
prise six weeks ago that it would like to bring other 
U.N, members into the discussions, admitted this 
was a complete policy change. But Ambassador 
Louis Fields said the U.S. had heeded appeals from 


other countries. 

The Soviet Union and its allies gave their appar- 
ently reluctant assent to the plan on the final day of 
the session, possibly fearing they would be branded 
as a new obstacle to progress, giving the U.S. a 
public relations advantage. Brazilian Ambassador 
Antonio de Souza Silva had complained about this 
"power game of the most heavily armed nations, 
utterly disregarding the wishes of the largest pan of 
mankind.” 

Mexican Ambassador Alfonso Garcia Robles 
said it was inadmissible that the future of mankind 
should be held hostage to a few nuclear-weapon 
states, notably the two superpowers. 

The first test of progress in the new-type talks, 
starting this summer, will be agreement on what to 
talk abouti In proposing the formation of the group, 
the U.S. insisted it should deal only with the prob- 
lem of compliance with a nuclear test ban. B ut it will 
be bard to restrict the mandate so severely." 

Swedish delegate Curt Lidgard, welcoming the 
prospect of extended participation in the talks, gave 
notice immediately that his country would present 
once again this summer a draft treaty to ban nuclear 
tests in all environments, first tabled in 1977. £jd- 
gard also called for an end to what he called "the 
power game" of the big nuclear powers and said the 
new group's success would depend on the extent to 
which they participated. 

Participants in the new body must be able to 
discuss "all aspects" of a nuclear test ban and not 
just verification procedures, as the U.S. proposed. 
While generally supporting this view. Third World 
delegates say they are hoping the new committee 
does not get bogged down immediately in East- 
West polemics and endless propaganda speeches.

‘ Survivalists’ stock retreats with food, water, 
prepare for the failure of nuclear arms control 
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Film-maker fights against 
plan to slaughter penguins

CHICAGO. (R) — While Moscow and 
Washington toss different proposals for nuc- 
lear arms control at each other, a company in 
Texas is trying to prepare people in case the 
day comes when the missiles themselves start 
flying. 

. "No one likes to think of nuclear devasta- 
tion. ..but you must do it now. ..tomorrow may 
be too late. Will you be prepared tor the 
Apocalypse?"' an advertisement asks. 

For 589.95, Total Survival, a division of 
Lone Star Industrial Specialties. Incorpo- 
rated, will send you a nuclear protection suit, 
a radioactive dust respirator, heavy-durv 
goggles and gloves. 

_ The offer appears in a magazine called Sur - 
vive, in which articles and advertisements 
cater for every conceivable post-nuclear war 
need: where to go. what to wear, what to eat 
and, at great length, what weapons to arm 
yourself with. 

"I do not want a nuclear war. But if. God 
forbid, there is one. 1 want 3s many Ameri- 
cans as possible to live through it." Survive ’s 
managing editor. Robert Himber. said in an 
interview from the magazine's offices in 
Boulder. Colorado. 

And not only people, it would appear. 


"When planning foT disaster, don't forget 
the dog.” an item in the latest issue advises. 
"A California company. Country Roads. ..has 
begun production of a dehydrated dog food 
that is packed in pressurized nitrogen and is 
guaranteed for 20 years. 

"Though marketed primarily as a post- 
nuclear war item, the dog food' is also good 
for other emergencies like earthquakes or the 
master's unemployment.” 

Survive was started last year by millionaire 
businessman Robert Brown, the publisher of 
the magazine Soldier of Fortune. 

"That deals with weapons and mer- 
cenaries. It’s a lot more political, anti- 
communist and para-military than Survive , 
Himber said, adding the two publications are 
independent. 

however, his editorials have a hawkish 
tone too. “History has taught us that the 
Soviets usually mistake kindness for weak- 
ness. Let peace through strength be our 
common goal.” 

Survive, which is purchased every two 
months by about 80.000 “survivalists," is not 
exclusively concerned with the aftermath of 
nuclear war. It also covers areas such as 
mountaineering and camping, natural disas- 
ters and soci o-economic collapse. 

They doubt, too, that officials will have the

"four days they say are needed to complete the 
evacuations. 

Even noted survivalist Bruce Clyton. writ- 
ing in the magazine, was skeptical about such 
"crisis relocation plans.” 

“Civil defense professionals (and survival- 
ists) half-heartedly joke that the only effect 
of these crisis relocation plans would be to 
relocate the crisis,” he said. 

Another article, entitled “Waterway 
Getaway,” offered a suggestion. “ If you have 
chosen a water route...you could be 1 00 miles 
(160 km) away from trouble in a matter of 
hours, safe in some secluded cove, your 
antenna quivering with bad news.” 

Whatever escape route you choose, the 
magazine says, adequate weaponry is essen- 
tial. “One primary use of the survival is in 
hunting game to supplement food supplies.” 
said one article. “The other, and more critical 
use, is self-defense.” 

The advertisers in Survive are eager to 
meet this need with everything from knives to 
crossbows and semi-automatic rifles. 

Others offer training in survival and 
'protection, not only for the post-nuclear war 
age but for now, when "the rise in violent 
crime, economic instability and international 
terrorism. ..threatens every family in 
America."

Dear Dr. Steincrohn ; My husband’s ambition? He says be wants to 
live to be 100. He*s only 45. so he has a long way to go. 

But I think he's overdoing in an effort to live the “perfect life.” I 
agree that his give up smoking makes sense. .And, he limits himself to 
no more than one ounce of liquor a day. He exercises moderately. I 
suppose that’s good. too. 

But it's his new diet that's driving me out of my mind. He has 
decided that what's even more important is to live on a practically 
fat-free diet. He wants to keep his cholesterol level way down. 

I don't think he gets enough fat in his diet. Mostly carbohydrates. 
He has become very thin. He says that the long race is to the lean. 

Isn't it possible he's overdoing? In trying to reach 100. 1 believe he’s 
shortening his life. — Mrs. Y. 

Dears Mrs. Y. : In m> experience, patients often defeat their own 
purpose by m ing too hard to stay healthy. Often, this results in silly 
resolves to decrease intake of essential foods. 

For example. I wish your husband would carefully consider the 
findings reported in JAMA (5 181): 

Three group* of scientists in various pans of the world reported 
that low relative dietary fat. low body weight, and low serum cholest- 
erol are associated with excess mortality due to causes other than 
coronary heart disease, 

Daniel L. McGee. MD and colleagues reported that the lower the 
percent of calories as fat. the higher the risk of cancer and stroke 
mortality. (The American Heart Association recommends that 
50-55 percent of total caloric intake be fat.) 

Dr. McGee adds. "We've spent a lot of effort measuring the 
^relationship between coronary heart disease and dietary fat! but

we've ignored the relationship of dietary fat to stroke, cancer, and 
total mortality. Perhaps there is a level of fat consumption below 
which people should not go.” 

I hope your husband reads that last sentence, Mrs. Y., and consid- 
ers that it was directly addressed to him and his low fat diet. 

MEDIC ALETTES 

(Replies to and from readers) 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Will you explain what is meant by one blood 
pressure reading “over” another? For example, 160/80. Thank You. 
— Mrs. F. 

Dear Mrs. F. : The top reading is the systolic pressure (it’s the 
pressure inside the arteries when the heart beats). The lower reading 
is the diastolic pressure (this is measurement of the level of pressure 
when the heart muscle is relaxed). 


For Miss H. : Like many others who suffer from psoriasis so many 
years, you may have given up too soon. 

You ask about the “new" treatment (in- effect since 1974). It 
consists of methoxsaJen and ultraviolet A irradiation. It is called 
PUVA. 

According to one study of 1,162 patients, after nearly two years, 
87 percent who continued to use PUVA showed improvement. On’y 
1 pereeat were worse.

Other companies market pre-packed food, 
water purifiers, the opportunity to invest in 
gold — even instructions on prospecting for it 
— and secure containers in which to fock it up 
when you find it. 

There is also an array of reading material 
advertised, including the comic book adven- 
tures of Bob Evans and a small group of war 
survivors who “will not submit to the new 
warlords and so set out to find a new life amid 
the ruins of the old.”

BUENOS Al RES, (LOS) — The rammer- , 
dal slaughter of up to 48,000 penguins a year 
is being planned by an Argentine company on 
the assumption that the military government 
is about to repeal a 1974 wildlife protection 
law. The law bans the hunting of penguins 
ind some other sea creatures around the 
shores of Patagonia in southern Argentina. 

As part of growing local opposition to the 
slaughter, a local wildlife-film-maker. Juan 
Schroeder, recently asked for a court mjun- 
tion to prevent the law being repealed. 
Schroeder argues that the company's main 
justification — that penguins are predators 
and that their meat is a useful source of pro- 
tein — is not based on biological evidence but 
on investment convenience. 

However the chairman of Hinode Pen- 
guins. Gustavo Larrea, remains unperturbed 
by the protests. “Plans for the project are 
going well and it is only a matter of time 
before the authorities approve it,” he confi- 
dently predicted. 

Larrea hopes to set up a -factory for the 
skinning and boning of tbe penguins, * and a 
second plant nearby for the extraction of pro- 
tein from the birds' meat. He believes they 
will be operating “before the end of the 
year.” 

Larrea said there were well over eight mil- 
lion penguins in the region and that their 
“overpopulation” was Argentina’s fishing 
industry. He claims the nutritional value of a 
single penguin is enough to keep a small child 
alive for a month. 

“The penguin is the best product in terms 
of concentration of protein that Argentina ( 
has. The authorities know this and that is why 


they arc going to give me ihc go ahead.” he 

’Gjilan Zattcra, spokesman for Argentina's 
Secretariat for Maritime Interests, confirmed 
the authorities have n«» objection to the pro- 

^ ‘^However, we have to first prove that the 
wildlife protection law was passed by '•[ de 
facto eovemmeni (Per.m) and is therefore 
unconstitutional. It is a delicate legal problem 
but we' re in the process of changing the law. 

Larrea admitted his newly formed com- 
pany was looked at other commcrical oppor- 
tunities offered by the project. These arc 
believed to include the export of penguin skin 
to countries tike Japan for making handbags 
and gloves. 

larrea denied newspaper rrjwh that 
Hinode Penguins was shared bv Japanese 
interests — "it is wholly Argentine owned" 
but said there was a Japanese shareholding in 
another export-import company in which he 
was involved. 

Vida Silvcstrc. the Argentine environmen- 
talist pressure group, recently issued a state- 
ment strongly decrying claims made by larrea 

and some government officials. "It has been 
said that the penguins consume 720.0U0 tons 
of anchovies each year.. .hut no evidence 
exists to substantiate this claim." the group 
said. It claimed the Hinode project would 
provoke a mass migration of penguins, one of 
Patagonia's main wildlife attractions. 

Penguins are among the few monogamous 
animals in the world, laying to one egg a year 
and with one partner for life. Larrea' s com- 
pany will use electric stunning devices and 
chemical darts to capture "penguins that 
don’t have mates." after the birds pair off iw 
November. 


Prison in Japan punishes negligent drivers

ICHIHARA, Japan (LOS) — A tom- 
through the world's only prison devoted exc- 
lusively to violators of traffic laws reveals the 
determination of Japanese authorities to inf- 
lict tough penalties on drivers — and to make 
sure they never commit the same kind of 
offenses again. 

“I swear I will return to my good behavior 
as a driver,” say the words in Japanese on a 
marble "Memorial of Atonement” in the 
midst of an expanse of green between austere 
cement nuildings on the Boso Peninsula some 
40 miles east of Tokyo. 

Authorities here strive to guarantee that 
goal with a program of lectures, films — and 
even driving lessons on a course beside an 
athletic field on which prisoners spend an 
hour a day in sports. 

“It's hard to believe that this place is a 
prison,” says chief psychologist Hiroshi 
Hironaka. It’s Hironaka’s task to make sure 


that aQ the prisoners are “fuOy rehabilitated” 
after serving terms ranging from three 
months to three years. 

It was because traffic violations did not 
appear as serious as ordinary criminal 
offenses, say Japanese prison authorities, 
that they decided to build a special prison for 
those sentenced to jail. 

Drivers normally are jailed in japan for 
causing death by negligence at the wheel but 
otherwise are fined heavily and temporarily 
lose their licenses. When they have accumu- 
lated several serious violations they may go to 
jail. Terms average 10 months, with the 
length often depending on the seriousness of 
the accident and extent of injuries. 

The basic concept of this prison reflects the 
deep respect of Japanese for maintaining the 
law. Indeed, few of the offenders here would 
have been jailed in the West. 


from here since we opened the prison in 
1969” — a phenomenon all the more 
remarkable since the prison has no walls. 

Prisoners spend only the first four weeks of 
their sentences here in a conventional cell — 
a single locked room that prevents them from 
communicating with other inmates. After 
that most of the prisoners transfer to 
dormitory-like rooms w here rhey can talk to 
each other. “The basic point is to give them 
more and more freedom.” says M;»tsuki.”So 
little by little they can fed responsibility." 

The prisoners undergo a regimen of special 
study combined with practical work, includ- 
ing fixing wrecked cars. Teachers give lec- 
tures. driver training and advice, most of it to 
ensure the prisoners will never again cause 
traffic accidents, but some intend to convince 
a minority of them not to drive again. 

"We believe 20 percent of the prisoners 
are not fit to drive, and we rrv to re -educate

(AP) ~ "Sierra Leoneans prepared to vote 
Saturday to elect a new parliament amid wid- 
espread reports of campaign violence and 
primary irregularities. 

The general election for the 104-seat parli- 
ament is the first since a new constitution in 
1 978 established a one-party system under 
the African People’s Congress (APC) of Pre- 
sident Siaka Stevens. 

. Although there are no official figures on 
election-related casualties, political observ- 
ers here say there have been at least 10 dea- 
ths. Other unconfirmed reports have said as 


many as SO persons may have been killed in 
fighting among supporters of various candid-' 
ates. Much of the violence has occurred in 
Outlying regions of this west African nation of 
3.5 million where accurate information is 
often difficult to obtain. 

Stevens, officially 76 and one of a dwindl- 
ing group of elderly African heads of state, 
acknowledged over the state-controlled bro- 
adcasting system Thursday that there bad 
been some violence but said “on the whole 
the electoral process is working fairly wen." 

The president was the prime mover behind 
the abolition in 1978 of the multi-party. 


Americans scale Himalayan peak 


KATMANDU, • April 30 (AP) — The 
leader of a six-man American Cholatse expe- 
dition, A1 Read, said here Friday his team's 
conquest of the 6,337-ineter-bigh Mount 
Cholatse was done via “one of the most diffi- 
cult routes” in the Himalayas. 

Read, 45, told a news conference, that the 
climb was “exceptionally difficult — technic- 
ally tough — and it was not an easy route to 
the summit.” ■ 

Read described Cholatse, not high by ’ 
Himalayan standards, as an “important p- 
eak" in mountaineeruigand said it is the last 
virgin peak in. massive Khumbu ranges of 
northeast Nepal. . 

Four members of the expedition — three 
Americans, John Roskelley, 33, Galen A. 
Rowell, 41, and Vern Clevenger, 26, and a 
British member, William O’Connor, 35, of 
Harrogate, North Yorkshire — conquered 
Cholatse on April 22 in alpine style without 
fixed camps' and without sherpa support. 
Read said they did not have any of the fixed 
ropes along the steep southeast ridge. 


One of the summiters, Rowell, said the. 
expedition scaled Cholatse in “four days up 
and down climb,” starting April 20. Five cli- 
mbers left their base camp on April 20 and 
spent the night at a. 5,5 7 5 -meter-high col sit- 
uated on the top of an icefall. 

But the following morning, Dr. Peter H. 
Hackettuwven of Anchorage, Alaska, suffe- 
red from a flu attack, and was forced to rem- 
ain there. The other four men continued their 
climb. “We found the going difficult. We 
were ice climbing instead of snow climbing,” 
Rowell said. 

This forced the climbers to return to a place 
situated about 12 meters lower to spend the 
night. 

The morning of April 22, the climbers 
made the final attack, reaching the summit 
■ after a 12-fiour climb, they said. 

Each of the climbers spent a few minutes 
on the summit and returned to camp on a 
628-meter-high plateau, an hour's descent. 
The expedition was received at the base camp; 
by the team leader, A1 Read. _

Electoral Commission figures indicate that 
some 1,655,700 eligible voters will line up 
Saturday at 3,1 1 8 polling stations around the 
country where they will drop small plastic 
marbles in the boxes bearing the photograph 
of their favorite candidate. 

Boxes are to be delivered to central count- 
ingcenters. 

S. Korea to free 1,000 

SEOUL, April 30 (R) — The South 
Korean government Friday announced it 
would release more than 1,000 prisoners, the 
second such amnesty in two months involving 
a total of nearly 4,000 persons. Justice Minis- 
ter Lee Chong-Won said in a statement that 
the amnesty was to give “opportunity to 
those who have shown clear signs of repen- 
tance to participate in the buildingof a demo- 
cratic welfare state in the new era.” 

A ban on political activities by 567 people, 
many of them members of opposition parties 
dissolved after President Chun Doo-Hwan 
came to power in 1980, remains in force. 


MOSCOW, April 30 (R) — The Soviet 
news agency Tass has branded the United 
States as the world’s biggest arms exporter 
in a rebuttal of an official U.S. report accus- 
ing Moscow of that role.

Oil firms’ 
on Lagos 

LONDON, April 30 (R) — Nigeria's 
depressed oil output may drop again from 
May 1 if oil companies implement notices to 
phase out purchases from the African 
member of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC), oil industry 
sources have said. 

Nigeria has been under pressure to cut its 
price of S35.50 a barrel — Britain asks $31 
for similar-quality North Sea oil. But Nigeria 
is being urged by OPEC to hold out as its 
surrender could undermine the whole OPEC 
price structure based on a reference price of 
$34 for Saudi Arabian oil. 

Phase-out clauses in most contracts pro- 
vide for the buyer in a price dispute, to halt 
purchases after 90 days. He ships 1 00 percent 
of the contract volume in the first montb after 
notice is given and usually SO percent in the 
next two months. 

The Anglo- Dutch Shell Group, which has 
taken a tough line on prices, initiated a 
phase-out on a contract for 1 00,000 barrels 
daily from Nigeria on April 1, industry

sources said. The company had no comment 
but the sources said there is no sign Shell has 
relented. The sources said they understood 
that Agip of Italy had also served a phase -out 
notice April 1 on a contract for about 30.000 
barrels daily. Gulf oil argued earlier this year 
it had no obligation to buy any oil under a 
contract for 100,000 barrels daily from 
Nigeria. It argued that its contract said prices 
should compare with those in the world mar- 
ket which were well below Nigeria's. Gulf 
did, however, ship only a slightly-reduced 
volume in April. It had no comment on May 
Nigerian shipments. 

Industry sources said it appeared Nigeria 
might lose at least 73,000 barrels daily in 
sales from May 1 if Shell and Agip phase-out 
notices stayed id effect, more if other com- 
panies such as Gulf curtailed purchases. 

The sources said free market prices for 
Nigeria's oil had risen recently to around $33 
and it might sell more in the free market 
partly offsetting a new drop in contract sales.

It’s all in one and one in all 


LONDON. April 30 (AP) — The winds- 
wept Falklands, where sheep and penguins 
far outnumber people, the Falkland Islands 
Trading Co. is eveiything to almost every - 
body. 

The company, chartered by Queen Vict- 
oria in 1851, owns 43 percent of the land 
and half of the some 600,000 sheep. It emp- 
loys a third of the workforce, is the only 
wholesale butcher, the dominant retailer 
and a major house-owner. It has sole cont- 
rol of imports and exports. As there is no 
bank, its checking and savings accounts are 
the only system of finance. 

About the only important thing it doesn't 
own or run is the archipelago’s population 
of S million penguins. 

But C. Edwin Needham, chairman of the 
company's parent. Coalite and Chemical 
Products Ltd., bristles at the suggestion it is 
keeping alive the ghosts of old British impe- 
rial trading companies and virtually holding 
the 1,800 islanders in thrall. 

“It is very easy to sit back and make these 
colonialism criticisms,” he told the Associa- 
ted Press. 

If the Falkland Islands Co. didn't provide 
employment, housing and supplies, he 
asked “who would?" 

For many of the firm's 300 to 400 emplo- 
yees the day begins in a company-owned 


house on company-owned land. It takes 
them to the company-owned goose green 
shearing sheds, among the largest in the 
world. And it ends at the company store, 
where company-imported goods are for 
sale and can be paid for with deductions 
from company paychecks. 

The Falkland Islands Company Ltd. was 
founded by Samuel Fisher Lafone, a Mont- 
evideo, Uruguay, rancher and merchant 
who had beard reports of wild cattle on the 
islands and, in 1 846, struck a deal with Brit- 
ain to give him the right to capture as many 
as he could. 

The venture was a disaster, largely beca- 
use the terrain was too rough and the herd 
too small. But Lafone did not give ujj easily. 
He went to buy land, got new backing and 
returned to the islands in 1831, armed with 
a royal charter, a grant of 800,000 acres and 
an idea to try sheep instead. 

Today Falkland Island wool is highly pri- 
zed. According to Tony Kassapian, head of 
Bradford Wool Merchants Kassapian 
(combers) Ltd., which buys most of the out- 
put, the wool is “unusually white and excep- 
tionally free of vegetable matter.” 

Many of the islanders, however, have 
accused company officials of using their vir- 
tual monopoly to bleed the Falklands dry.

Afghan pleas 

MANILA, April 30 (R) — The Asian 
Development Bank (ADB) wil] have to wait 
for suitable developments in Vietnam and 
Afghanistan before it grants new loans to 
their Soviet-backed governments, ADB Pre- 
sident Masao Fujioka said Friday. 

During speeches at the ADB annual meet- 
ing, which ended Friday, both Vietnam and 
Afghanistan complained that the ADB and 
other financial institutions had suspended 
loans. 

Afghanistan's first deputy minister of fina- 
nce, Fazl Haque Khaliqyar, told the meeting 
Friday, that it was regrettable and unfair that 
the flow of aid to our country should remain 
suspended even by the international financial 
institutions because of political considerati- 
ons. 

Vietnam said Thursday that the suspension 
of loans had driven it into debt repayment 
problems. Asked at a press conference about 
the Afghan and Vietnamese complaints, Fuj- 
ioka said several ADB projects in Vietnam 
had been reactivated and that a mission 
would be going to Vietnam 'sooner or later’ 
to examine them. 

Greece assured 
fair EEC deal 

ATHENS. April 30 (JR) — Greece’s dem- 
ands for a better deal from the European 
Economic Community have received a favo- 
rable response by many EEC members. 
Undersecretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
Gregoris Varfis said here Friday. 

Speaking to reporters, Varfis, in charge of 
EEC affairs at the ministry, said Greece’s 
demands would be discussed by the commun- 
ity’s summit council in September on the 
basis of proposals to be made by the EEC 
Commission. “Many member countries of 
the community have responded favorably 
during preliminary negotiations and before 
we officially submitted our terms for a better 
deal ” Varfis said. 

“The battle for an improvement of the 
terms of our entry wil] start after the discuss- 
ion at the summit co unci) and it will be a leng- 
thy one ‘decisive talks will take place by the 
end of this year,” he added.

UNITED NATIONS, April 30 ( AP)‘ — 
Strong objections threatened to scuttle an - 
international law of the sea- convention 
Thursday, the eve of the planned final sess- 
ion of a United Nations-sponsored confer- 
ence. 

Ambassador Tommy Koh of Singapore, 
president of the conference, appealed to the 
152 participating nations to support his 
last-ditch compromise 'attempt to salvage 
eight vears of tough negotiations.- 

“' We have a rendezvous with history 
tomorrow,” Koh told the conference. 
“With your help, your understanding, your 
cooperation and your goodwill, I am confi- . 
dent we will keep that rendezvous...” 

Hie draft governs all uses of the sea, from 
free passage of ships, including naval vessels 
through territorial waters to mining of 
mineral-rich nodules on the seabed. 

The raining clause has prompted serious 
reservations from the United States, but 


Koh said; “The conference is willing to pay 
a price in order to obtain the support bf the 
United Statesforthe convention. That price 
is not, however, an unlimited one.” 

Leigh S. Ratiner, deputy head of the U.S. 
delegation, indicated in advance that Koh's 
compromise proposals did riot go far eno- 
ugh in meeting .Washington's objections, . 
especially with regard to proposed voting 
procedures for amending the convention at 
a review confeijpnce to be held 15 yeais 
after the treaty enters into- force. 

The United States is concerned that the 
review conference could adopt “adverse 
changes” m the treaty and that this prospect 
will discourage investment by American 
corporations. 

To help meet U.S. objections, Koh sugg- 
ested a three-fourths majority be required 
to amend the convention instead of propo- 
sed two-thirds vote. But Ratiner undersco- 
red that the United States wanted veto 
power over amendments. 


Koh said he hoped the dr*ft convention 
would be adopted Friday by consensus. But 
Ratiner said the United States might ask for 
a vote, thereby forcing al^atesto takca 
public stand rather than takmg refuge, desp- 
ite reservations, behind a consensus.

WASHINGTON April 30 (AP) — Egypt 
could become more attractive for foreign 
investors than in past years, the U.S. 
Department of Commerce has said. 

A firm and clear set of economic policies 
and rules expected to be implemented during 
the 1982-33 budget year could speed this 
trend, the department said. Foreign investors 
with projects to benefit Egypt win receive 
more favorable treatment, it said. 

In a special report, * the Commerce 
Department said: “The public sector, which 
accounts for SO percent of the industrial out- 
put, will continue to be a dominant force in 
the Egyptian economy. Nevertheless private 
investors, both foreign and Egyptian, have 
demonstrated that they have the resourceful- 
ness to compete and to cooperate with the 
well-established public sector.” 

Egypf s economy has progressed well over 
the past five years, with annual gross national 
product growth rates of 8 percent to 10 per- 
cent, largely due to rapidly growing foreign 
exchange revenues from four key areas — 
petroleum exports, workers’ remittances 
from abroad, tourism, and Suez Canal traffic 
and foreign aid. The Egyptian agricultural 
and industrial sectors have grown only mod- 
estly and have contributed little to foreign 
exchange earnings.

LUXEMBOURG, April 30 (Agencies) — 
The 10 European Common Market nations 
Friday agreed to .a 10.7 percent farm price 
rise for 1 982- 1 983, subject to a settlement on 
Britain's budget contribution, officials said 
here. 

Britain sai^ it was withholding consent 
until the foreign -ministers, meeting a few 
days from now, decide a cut in Britain's contr- 
ibution. Greece and Italy expressed reservat- 
ions on some points of the agreement. 

Officials said it was hoped to button up the 
deal May .1 0 and 1 1 when the agriculture 
ministers meet. 

Friday's formula includes some “green 
currency" adjustments. The mark goes up 2.9 
percent in EMS. the guilder two percent and 
the green pound is unchanged. The Belgian 
franc is devalued 5,6 percent, the Lira 2.5 
percent, the French franc 1.8 percent, the 
Greek Drachma 3.8 percent and the Danish 
crown 1 .5 percent.The formula additionally 
provides help for small dairy farmers. 

Later, British Deputy Farm Minister AJick 
Buchanan-Smitb told journalists that Britain 
would not endorse farm price rises until it got 
the cash rebates .it is seeking on its budget 
contributions. 

The tough British stance is certain to anger 
farmers who rely on the EEC’s complicated 
system of support prices for their incomes

In another development in Brussels, the 
European parliament political committee 
Thursday urged a re-examination of relations 
between the EEC and Pakistan.

NEW YORK, April 30 (AFP) — Japan's 
exports will more than double in real terms 
during the 1980s, the Chase Econometrics 
Unit has reported here. 

The Chase Manhattan Bank's research ins- 
titute forecast that the real value of Japan’s 
exports will rise by 214 percent daring the 
decade. 

Growth in sales of machinery and industr- 
ial equipment will be even stronger at 230 
percent, and these will account for nearly 
three quarters of Japan’s imports by 1990. 
the study said. 

This will enable the Japanese economy to 
grow faster than economies in the United 
States and Europe despite stagnant domestic 
demand and a slow down in government spe- 
nding, the report said. 

The Japanese economy wfl] become incre- 
asingly dependent on oversot&M^ets, with 


exports accounting for 27.7 percent on gross 
national product in 1 990 against 20.S percent 
in 1980. 

Noting that protectionist measures have 
frozen Japan's exports of cars to the U-S-, the 
report said that Japanese manufacturers will 
concentrate on the Third World, particularly 
Latin America and the Middle East. 

In Europe and the United States, the Japa- 
nese electronics industry win increase its 
share of the market for technology affecting 
computers, office equipment and robots. 

The report explained this new export onsl- 
aught by noting that Japan was becoming the 
most industrialized country with the oldest 
population. The growth in the number of reti- 
red people will reduce consumer demand by 
about 3.5 percent, obliging producers to exp- 
ort surplus output. 


Wheat output "set to touch new high 
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LONDON, April 30 (AFP) — Another 
record world wheat crop is in prospect in 
1 982 “somewhat larger” than the 1981 bum- 
per harvest of 457 million metric tons, the 
. International Wheat Council predicted in its 
latest report. 

But the council pointed out that the level of 
prices over the next few weeks, and official 
policy measures in the major exporting coun- 
tries, will have an "important bearing" on the 
total area sown. “It is therefore still too early 
to assess the likely size of the harvest particu- 
larly as a significant proportion of the crop is 
still to be planted. 

Weather conditions during the past month 
have . generally been beneficial in most 
wheat-producing regions. Winter wheat 
crops in North America, Western Europe, 
Eastern Europe and the Soviet Union are 
developing normally, although in certain 
countries growth was affected by colder than 
normal weather in early spring. The outlook 
in these regions will now depend mainly on 
moisture supplies during the next few 


months. 

In the United States, the crop could still be 
“very large.” Prospects for the winter wheat 
crop, which was planted on a record area, 
“are very good.” 

In the spring wheat areas, cold and wet 
weather earlier in April delayed the start of 
plantings, but this is not yet causing concern, 
the council said. A “marked decline” in plan- 
tings is expected, it was added. 

Canadian farmers intend to sow a record 
area to wheat, with the spring wheat area up 
four percent to 10.8 million hectares. Some 
delays are forecast in spring seedingsdue to a 
late spring. The Mexican harvest is now und- 
erway in the north in favorable weather, and 
prospects are “excellent". 

The council expected production in the 
European Economic Community to be dose 
to the 1981 near-record crop of 54.1 million 
tons. A further expansion has taken place in 
the sown area. Although average yields in 
some member states may not be as high as in 
previous years.

WASHINGTON, April 30 ( AP) — Busin- 
ess productivity in the United States increa- 
sed at a slight 0.3 percent annual rate in the 
first three months of this year, reversing the 
record plunge of the last quarter of 1981 . the 
Labor Department has reported. 

The new report by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said the small gain in productivity 
resulted from a 3 percent drop in output and a 
3.3 percent decline in working hours, based 
on preliminary, seasonally adjusted figures. 

Productivity in the non-business sector 
tumbled at an annual rate of 6.9 percent in 
the October-December period last year, in 
the sharpest quarterly decline in the 34 years, 
the government has kept such records. 

Over the past year, productivity has fallen 
at an annual rate of 1.8 percent, the report 
said. When the farming sector of the econ- 
omy was added into the new figures, product- 
ivity declined at a 1 percent annual rate in the 
first three months of this year, the report said. 

That was the third consecutive quarterly 
drop in productivity in the private business 
sector and represented a 4.2 percent drop in 
output and a 3.3 percent decline in working 
hours. The measure had fallen at a 6.6 perc- 
ent annual rate in the final three months of 
1981. 


PARIS, April 30 (AFP) — Economic 
recovery in the industrial world now seems 
certain to be delayed until early 1983, fol- 
lowing virtual zero growth this year, accord- 
ing to forecasts presented to senior officials 
of the 24-nation Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development 
(OECD). 

This means unemployment is bound to 
rise further and might overshoot the 30 mil- 
lion mark in the OECD countries as a 
whole, reliable sources said. 

The high-level OECD economic policy 
committee (EPC), chaired by U.S. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan’s chief economic 
adviser Murray Weidenbaum, was told that 
stagnation would continue this year in the 
OECD area, which covers North America, 
Japan. Australia and New Zealand and 
Western Europe. 

Experts here said this would be bad news 
for most Third World nations, including the 
“newly industrializing countries” (NlCS)of 
Asia and Latin America, which have 
already faced a marked decline in their 
export revenues as a result of fall in demand 
for raw materials and manufactured goods 
in the OECD countries. 

OECD forecasters expect that the 
OECD area’s aggregate gross National 
product (GNP) will rise by a mere 0.3 per- 


cent this year, down from 1.1 percent last 
year, mainly as a result of the deeper and 
longer than anticipated recession in the 
United States. 

According to their estimates, growth 
should pick up next year at a more moder- 
ate rate than previously i foreseen, with 
OECD recording a rise of 2.8 percent. 

Last December, OECD in its semi- 
annual report on the economic outlook saw 
growth this year^at 1.25 percent, but fore- 
saw a gradual pick up in the second half with 
GNP rising at a rate of 1,3 percent. 

Officials attending a two-bay EPC meet- 
ing in preparation for the annual OECD 
ministerial meeting scheduled for next May 
10-11 said the latest OECD forecasts indi- 
cate that U.S. GNP will decline this year by 
1.8 percent. 

This compares with present U.S.. 
administration forecast of a 1 percent drop 
in U.S. growth this year and brisk 5 percent 
growth next year. The U.S. administration 
expected good recovery in the second half 
of this year with growth running at an 
annual rate of 4 percent in the final quarter. 

OECD’s December forecasts set the U.S. 
performance this year at minus 0.5 percent 
followed by a pick up at an annual rate of 
3.2 percent in the first half of next year, j

Lendl faces suspension 


DALLAS. Texas, April 30 (AP) Ivan 
Lendl of Czechoslovakia, who agreed at diff- 
erent times to play in two tennis tournaments 
being run simultaneously next week, is being 
threatened with suspension and a fine beca- 
use he has withdrawn from one to play in the 
other. 

"Lendl entered the World Team Cup 
Championship through his agent, (when he 
led Czechoslovakia to victory).” said Butch 
Buchholz, executive director of the Associat- 
ion of Tennis Professionals (ATP). *‘ He conf- 
irmed personally and through his agent (Jerry 
Solomon of Proserve, Inc.) many times dur- 
ing the past that he would be representing his 
country in the World Team Cup" next week 
in West Germany. 

"Then," Buchholz went on. "After winn- 
ing the World Championship Tennis Tourn- 
ament at Dallas Monday night, he (Lendl) 
announced that he would be playing a WCT 
tournament in New York that same week." 
The tournament in New York is the $500,000 
Tournament of Champions which offers the 
winner a $100,000 prize. 

Buchholz said the switch by Lendl dama- 
ged the ATP*s reputation and has seriously 
hurt the sport because tournaments, sponsors 
and fans would not be able to believe future 
player commitments. 

But Owen Williams, executive officer of 
the WCT, said in Dallas Thursday that desp- 
ite numerous reminders in the past nine 
months, the management of World Team 
Cup had "continued to interfere with commi- 
tments of at least 1 3 players who were signed 
to play the WCT event” next week. 

“Two of those players, Ivan Lendl and 
Tomas Smid, decided this week to fulfill their 
prior commitments to WCT which they sig- 
ned during WCTs recruiting period which 
ended August 10, 1981,” Williams said. 

He identified the other players as Sandy 
Mayer, Eliot Teltscher, Peter McNamara, 
Paul McNaraee, Kim Warwick, Adriano 
Panatta, Corrado Barazzutti, Manuel Oran- 


tes, Fernando Luna and Uli Pinner. He said 
Guillermo Vilas, who is not a member of 
ATP, also signed individual entry form com- 
mitting him to the Tournament of Champi- 
ons. 

Lendl, ranked third among the world’s pla- 
yers by the ATP computer is charged by the 
ATP with conduct detrimental to professio- 
nal tennis which wants him suspended indefi- 
nitely and fined $10,000. 

Such action has never been sought in the 
ATPs 10-year history. In order to suspend 
Lendl, a meeting must be held and the suspe- 
nsion must be voted on by two-thirds of the 
ATFs- 1 1 -member board, made up of fellow 
tennis players. Lendl was in Madrid Thurs- 
day. Neither he nor Solomon, based in Wash- 
ington. had a comment. 

Meanwhile, Lendl moved into the quarter- 
finals of the $200,000 Grand Prix Tennis 
Tournament in Madrid Thursday by beating 
Anders Jarryd of Sweden. 6-3, 7-^6. 

Also advancing with victories were 
second-seeded Guillermo Vilas of Argent- 
ina, eighth-seeded Heinz Gunthardt of Swit- 
zerland and fourth-seeded Manuel Orantes 
of Spain.

Villa cleared for final 


ZURICH, Switzerland April 30 (R) — 
The European Football Union (UEFA) Fri- 
day rejected an appeal from Belgian dub 
Anderlecht to expel England's Aston Villa 
from the European Soccer Cup. Their decis- 
ion means Villa will face Bayem Munich of 
West Germany in the European Cup final in 
Rotterdam on May 26. 

Anderlecht's appeal followed a crowd dis- 
turbance at last week's European Cup semif- 
inal second-leg match against Aston Villa in 
Brussels, the match ended in a 0-0 draw, 
giving Villa a 1-0 aggregate victory. 

But Villa did not escape entirely, UEFA 
imposing a 50,000 Swiss franc ($25,600) fine 
and ordering them to play their next home 
European match behind closed doors. Ande- 
rlecht were also punished with a 15,000 Swiss 
franc $7,500) fine for failing to take adequ- 
ate measures to control the crowd at the 
match. 

UEFA said in a statement that “the comm- 
ittee concluded that the events in Brussels did 
not have any decisive influence on the outc- 
ome of the game.” Both teams have until 
noon on May 3 to appeal. 

Anderlecht spokesman Michel Verscheu- 
ren said in Brussels: “ We are very disappoin- 
ted with the result of the hearing, and we feel 
the fine (on Villa) is a light one.” 

In other decisions, the disciplinary commit- 
tee fined the Italian Football Association 

5,000 francs ($2*570) for unsporting behav- 
ior in an under-21 match against Scotland on 
March 24. Italy’s Giuseppe Bergomi was 
banned from three UEFA games and Dani- 
ele Massaro from one game. 

Scotland's Ray Stewart was banned from 
three UEFA under-21 matches and Engl- 


and’s Mark Hately from two games for unsp- 
orting behavior.

Villa manager Tony Barton, speaking in 
Birmingham, commented: “Naturally we are 
believed to still be in the final. We now know 
what we are doing and can concentrate our 
efforts on getting ready for the game. “But 
we feel that the fine and the closed-doors 
game are excessive compared to what has 
happened to Anderlecht who we think were 
responsible.” 

“They are making an example of us for 
what has gone on in the past and they obviou- 
sly want English clubs to sit up and take not- 
ice.” 

In recent years there have been a number 
of occasions on which English dubs have 
been held responsible for their fans' misbeh- 
avior. Leeds United were banned from Euro 
for seasons reduced to two seasons on appeal 
— after their fans rioted at the 1975 Europ- 
ean Cup final in Paris. 

Two years later Manchester United were 
thrown out of the European Cup Winners’ 
Cup after trouble in St. Etienoe, France. 
They were later reinstated .but ordered to 
play the home match at least 200 kilometers 
from their Manchester ground. 
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Soviets drop 
lone point on 


HELSINKI, April 30 (AFP) — The Soviet 
Union, Thursday, ended their World Ice 
Hockey Championship . with an unbeaten 
record for their 18th world title, a tally 
equaled only by Canada. 

The Soviets' triumph was marred by 
Thursday's last game in which they drew 0-0 
with traditional rivals Czechoslovakia to drop 
theft first and only point in the competition. It 
was the only game in the entire tournament 
when no goals were scored, and was very 
different from the two team’s first phase 
encounter, which the Soviets won 5-1. 

The blank scorline, however, was an unfair 
reflection of a bard fought but fair match. 
Both teams played with momentum but 
without accuracy. The Czechs only needed a 
draw to be sure of a silver medal, but they did 
not limit themselves, and were particularly 
seen in good light in the first two periods. The 
Czechs made 35 attempts at goal compared 
to the Soviets' 20 shots. 

Canada defeated Sweden 6-0 in its last 
match, earlier, to clinch third place. Canada 
had the same number of points as the Czechs 
but lost outin the games between the two 
countries. They lost 6-2 in the preliminary 
round and won 4-2 in the medals pool* 

Canada, for whom National League star 
Wayne Gretzky got better as the tournament 
went on, recovered from a terrible start, 
when they were held In check by Sweden and 
then Italy, of all people. The Olympic champ- 
ions, the United States, were relegated to the 
Group B World Championships. 

Czech players Jiri Lala, Igor Liba, Pavel 
Richter, Milan Chalupa and Arnold Kadlec 
all looked dangerous at times, though their 
efforts either went wide or were intercepted 
by staunch Soviet Goalkeeper Vladimir Mys- 
chkin. 

The Soviet Union too had men who 
threatened to score, including Viktor 
Chaiimov, Vladimir Golikov, Andrei 
Khomatov and Sergei Kaputingn but the 
Czech ^keeper Jiri Kralik proved as depend- 
able as Myschkin. American referee James 
Doyle had to impose only two penalties, of 
two minutes each on the Soviet Union's 
Andrei Khomatov and Czechoslovakia’ Igor 
Liba. 

Czechoslovakia won the Fair Play Cup for 
the second year running. Their players 
totaled 68 minutes in penalty time. Sweden 
were runners-up with 84 minutes. 

Gretzky’s play in the medals pool ensured 
that he finished the leading scorer. He scored 
three and had two assists in the win over 
Sweden to finish with 14 points from six goals 
and eight assists. He was trailed by tour 
Soviets, just edging out Viktor Chaiimov, 
with eight goals and five assists. 


Vandereycken likely to miss World Cup 


BRUSSELS, April 30 (Agencies) — Rene 
Vandereycken, a key member of Belgium's 
soccer side, wfll almost certainly miss the 
World Cup finals as a result of a knee injury 
sustained in the 2-1 win over Bulgaria this 
week. 

Doctors at the Bruges Hospital where 
Vandereycken was taken said Thursday the 
midfield player was suffering from a serious 
injury to the cartilege in his left knee and had 
little chance of being fit for .the June finals. 
Vandereycken, who scored Belgium’s only 
goal in their 2-1 defeat by West Germany in 
the 1980 European Championship final, has 
recently taken up a defensive role for Belg- 
ium, and lined up as a center-back against 
Bulgaria. He currently plays for the Italian 
side Genoa, and returned there for further 
treatment. 

Belgium's problems were increased when 
the Belgian senate refused naturalization to 
star forward Juan Lozano. Lozano a Spanish, 
had applied for naturalization too late and, 
although the House of Representative voted 
it. the senate refused to be rushed for sports 
reasons. Thursday, Lozano only got 53 votes 
while 76 were required for his naturalization. 

Hansf Muller doubtful 

Brilliant West German midfielder Hansi 
Muller, suffering from a bad right knee too 
appears more and more doubtful for the 
World Cup. 

Muller, 24, who spent much c?f the season 
recovering from a knee operation in Novem- 
ber, has entered a clinic in Frieburg for an 
eight-day examination. 

The same knee swells when Mailer plays a 
demanding match, as when his team Stuttgart 
met Borussia Moenchengladbach in a champ- 
ionship fixture Saturday. “My health first,” 
said the MuDer. known in Germany as the 
“Brazilian" For his virtuoso style of play. 

“After that Til see if I should change my 
plans for the World Cup. In any case, it is not 
my choice.” 

Hope for Hoddle 

Another injured star, Glenn Hoddle of

Tottenham, still with a remote chance of 
landing the English League and Cup double, 
has a heavy backlog of fixtures in the league 
before meeting Second Division Queen's 
Park Rangers in the Cup final at Wembley 
Stadium May 22. 

Meanwhile Nflly Bingham, manager of the 
Northern Ireland soccer team, predicted that 
defender Mai Donaghy will be his star player 
in Spain. 

“He was outstanding in pur 1-1 draw with 


Scotland,” Bingham said. “He will make a 
: big splash when he arrives in the English Fust 
Division next season.” Donaghy plays for 
Luton Town, which is way out in front of its 
rivals in the promotion race in the Second 
Division.

Salvadorans choose Magana 


SAN SALVADOR. April 30 (Agencies) 
— Banker Alvaro Magana, a political indep- 
endent. has been chosen by the Constituent 
Assembly as El Salvador's new president to 
succeed Christian Democrat Jose Napoleon 
Duarte. 

His election Thursday came a month after 
Salvadorans went to the polls amid guerrilla 
gunfire to elect the Constituent Assembly, a 
move supported by the United States as a first 
'tep in ending a civil war in which 33.000 
person have died in the past two and a half 
years. 

Magana, 57, is believed to have close links 
with the military: But he says he is also a 
‘fiend of Guillermo Manuel Ungo. leader of a 
eftist opposition front allied with guerrillas. 

The new president's votes came from all 24 
Christian Democrats, the largest single party 
in the assembly, and from 1 2 of the 14 assem- 


bly members of the National Conciliation 
Party ( PCN ). The runner-up was H ugo Ba rr- 
era. a deputy of the far right National Republ- 
ican Alliance (Arena), who won 17 Arena 
votes. Assembly leaders said the new presid- 
ent would be sworn into office Sunday. 

One of two Arena deputies who abstained 
from the voting was party leader Roberto 
d' Aubuisson, who was elected assembly pres- 
ident last week by 36 rightist deputies despite 
the opposition of the 24 Christian Democr- 
ats. 

The assembly also elected three vice presi- 
dents, representing the major parties — PCN 
Secretary-General Raul Molina Martinez, 
Arena member Gabriel Mauricio Gutierrez 
Castro, a lawyer, and Christian Democrat 
Pablo Mauricio Alvergue. 

Magana has for the past 17 years headed 
the Mortgage bank, El Salvador's biggest fin- 


Political affiliation unknown 

President trained in U.S. 


SAN SALVADOR. April 30 (AP) — 
Alvaro Magana. El Salvador's provisional 
president, is a U.S.- trained economist who 
is considered an independent with modera- 
tely conservative views. For the past 17 
years he has headed San Salvador's Natio- 
nal Mortgage Bank and has no known 
political-party affiliation. 

Magana gave his views in a recent interv- 
iew on what needs to be done in his war- 
tom nation. "The principal thing for El Sal- 
vador will be economic recovery, and that 
will create a climate of confidence." he said. 
“The provisional government should create 
this climate of confidence so that the consti- 
l tutional government has it available." 

Friends and acquaintances describe the 
56-year-old Magana as “personally unass- 
uming." with a dry sense of humor. But they 
say he is also a tough and persistent admini- 
strator who prefers consensus and conciliat- 
ion to taking shaip decisions. 

Magana has said very little about what 
should be done to check the war between 
leftist guerrillas and government forces, 
“Achieving peace would help the governm- 
ent's task, but an amnesty for the guerrillas 
would have to count with’the common agre- 
ement" of all five parties represented in the 
Constituent Assembly, Magana said in the 
interview. Four of the parties are rightists. 
The Christian Democrats, who campaigned 
on a moderate line in the March elections, 
are the fifth. 

Magana was bom Oct. 8, 1925, in Ahua- 
k chapan. a city near the Guatemalan border. 


into a traditional landholding family. After 
graduating from the National University of 
El Salvador with a doctor of law degree, he 
attended the University of Chicago from 
1951 to 1955, studying economics under 
Milton Friedman and his "free enterprise'' 
school. Magana received a master's degree. 

He later did post-graduate work in fina- 
nce at the University of Rome in Italy. 
Magana has described economics as his life- 
long vocation. 

Except for a 1960-61 stint as undersecre- 
tary of the treasury and teaching public fin- 
ance between 965 and 1 976 at the National 
University here, all his work has been with 
the Mortgage Bank. 

In the study of his middle-class home in 
San Salvador is a collection of antique guns 
and ashtrays from places he has visited. For 
relaxation he and his wife, the former Con- 
cha Marina Granados, sometimes visit the 
coffee plantation in Ahuachapan province 
that Magana inherted from his mother. . 
They have six children. 

The average Salvadoran is not interested ! 
in partisan politics, Magana maintains, but 
instead is seeking a better standard of living 
— and peace. 

"People went to vote March 28 because 
they hoped that everything will change — 
that the price of sugar will drop, bus fares 
will drop, salaries wUi go up," he said. “The 
truth is that whoever is provisional presid- 
ent has to be honest, practical and realistic 
... a good administrator within the current 
framework of things." j 


Tibetan group alerts India of buildup 


NEW DELHI. April 30 (AFP) — A Tibe- 
tan organization, claiming access to Chinese 
military information, Friday warned India of 
a massive buildup of Communist Chinese 
troops and missiles on the Sino-Indian bor- 
der. 

The militant Tibetan Youth Congress 
(TYC). which claims a membership of 1 0.000 
among the Tibetan refugees in India said 
Chinese military strength on the Indian bor- 
der had been increasing rapidly since January 
this year. Quoting its own sources inside 
Tibet, the TYC said more than 300 to 350 
Chinese military vehicles were seen on seve- 
ral occasions moving dailv from Chengtu to 
Tibet. 

“Another serious development is the shift- 
ing of the intercontinental ballastic missiles 
base from Chang Thang in northern Tibet to 
Kongpo Nvatri and PowoTamo in the north- 
eastern Indo-Tibeian border," a statement 
issued here by the TYC said. The statement 
names nine areas where the Chinese are alle- 


gedly building or upgrading airfields and 
radar stations to have easy access to Indian 
targets. 

"The explicit reason for the latest Chinese 
military movement, accumulation of huge 
arms and ammunition, transfer of the ICBM 
base along the Indo-Tibetan border and also 
construction and improvement of airfields is 
to wage another war against India," the stat- 
ement signed by Losang Jinpa, president of 
the TYC. said. 

Jinpa had toured Tibet in 1980 as member 
of the second Tibetan refugee delegation. 
The visii of the delegation was part of a rapp- 
rochement effort between the Dalai Lama, 
the leader of the Tibetans, and the Chinese 
government. ^ 

The Indian government has refused to 
comment on the statement. But officials said 
that it had political overtones since it came in 
the wake of the upcoming visit of an 11- 
member Chinese delegation to India beginn- 
ing May 1 5 to hold border and bilateral talks. 
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ancial institution and the only bank with state 
participation before all banks were nationali- 
zed in 1980. The U.S. Embassy bere regards 
him as a capable administrator. His political 
past makes it difficult to predict his attitude to 
the U.S.-backed agrarian reforms instituted 
two years ago, political observers said.

Gutierrez Castro, who has no job in the 
assembly, is a former governor of Santa Ana, 
El Salvador's second largest province and 
also has been a professor of law. 

Gunmen kill 
Italian leader 

PALERMO, Sicily April 30 (R) — The 
head of the Communist Party in Sicily was 
shot dead here Friday police said. Rio la 
Torre. 54-year-old regional secretary of the 
Italian Communist Party and his driver died 
in a hail of bullets fired by an unknown num- 
ber of attackers outside the party's Palermo 
headquarters, they said. 

Police said no organization had so far clai- 
med responsibility. But local officials immed- 
iately speculated that La Torre was the victim 
of a Mafia slaying. 

The Communist Party has been actively 
campaigning in Sicily against the Mafia bos- 
ses who have turned Palermo into the crossr- 
oads of the international heroin trade. U.S. 
officials estimate that 60 percent of the her- 
oin sold in the Eastern United States passes 
through Palermo in a trade which is believed 
to have earned the Mafia as much as $600 
million in the past five years. 

Police said a reconstruction of the attack 
showed La Torre’s car was trapped in a one- 
way street blocked at one end by the killers’ 
get-away car. La Torre died from a bullet 
through the head. His driver had time to ret- 
urn fire with his 38-caliber pistol before he 
too was killed, they said. 

Local officials compared the murder to the 
September 1 979 killing of Judge Cesare Ter- 
manova. like La Torre an active anti-Mafia 
campaigner. The magistrate also died with his 
driver in a street attack in the middle of Pale- 
rmo. 

Government sources said Interior Minister 
Virginio Rognoni, in Naples for talks on terr- 
orist killing there three days ago of a local 
Christian Democratic councilor, would fly to 
Palermo later to supervise investigations. 

Within minutes of the killings police cord- 
oned off the entire city with roadblocks. La 
Torre, son of a poor peasant family, was an 
active trade unionist who was imprisoned for 
18 months in 1950 for leading a land- 
occupation protest by hundreds of Sicilian 
small farmers. 

He was elected to the Chamber of Deput- 
ies in Rome in 1 972 and was a member of 
several influential parliamentary committ- 
’ ees. Both he and his driver, Rosario do Salvo, 
30, died instantly in the attack, police said. 

The assassination came on the eve of the 
arrival of Gen. Carlo Alberto Dalla Chiesa, 
Italy's leading crime fighter, in Palermo to 
take charge of the government’s anti-Mafia 
crackdown. Mob violence claimedmore than 
40 lives in Sicily in 1981. 

Dalla Chiesa, 60. was head of the largest 
division of .carabinieri paramilitary police 
based in Milan. He also led a crack anti- 
terrorist unit in Rome with sweeping powers. 

West to boycott 
Moscow function 

MOSCOW, April 30 (AFP 1 ) — May Day 
celebrations on Moscow's Red Square will be 
boycotted for the third year running by major 
Western nations, but China will be rep- 
resented by its ambassador. 

The boycott was called in protest at Mos- 
cow's invasion of Afghanistan at the end of 
December 1979. In May 1980, France alone 
among the larger Western powers attended 
the parade. 

This year, the United States, Britain, 
France, West Germany, Italy and Japan will 
be represented only by junior embassy staff. 
Greece, whose attitude to the Soviet Union 
changed when the Socialists won office last 
year, will be represented by its Ambassador 
Andreas Metaxas, the embassy reported. The 
Chinese Embassy also confirmed the ambas- 
sador would attend. 

i The Scandinavian countries, which boycot- 
ted the other major Soviet event last year — 
the November 7 parade commemorating the 
OctobeY Revolution — in protest at a viola- 
tion of neutral Sweden’s territorial waters by 
a Soviet submarine, will attend Saturday.

PEKING; April 30 (AFP) — Chinese 
Communist Party Vice Chairman Hua Guof- 
eng has been hospitalized here and is recupe- 
rating after receiving “meticulous treatm- 
ent", New China News Agency reported Fri- 
day. 

The agency did not say why the man who , 
succeeded Mao Tselung as party chief had . 
been hospitalized.

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LONDON, April 30 (R) — If Britain 
and Argentina clash in the South Atlantic 
their battle in the air or at sea wfll be' 
fought with some of the world's newest 
and deadliest missiles. Warships on both 
sides have computerized central missile 
command systems linked to long-range 
radar. 

Their homing weapons can sink a ship 
or down an aircraft before it crosses the 
horizon, while they are shielded from mis- 
sile attack by high-speed, computer-fired 
missile defense systems which respond 
instantly to a radar signal. 

The aircraft cany heat-seeking and 
radar-homing missiles to strike ground 
targets, sink ships or down hostile planes. 
In defense they can fire magnesium flares 
to confuse a heat-seeking missile or jam 
the radar on a homing missile, but in reply 
some weapons can detonate without mak- 
ing contact, turning a near miss into a hit. 

As one officer with the task force rema-. 
rked to a journalist: “Forget about the 
captain in the duffle coat and the line-up 
of officers on the bridge, binoculars at the 
ready. This, in 1982, is warfare by compu- 
ter.” 

In fact, the two sides use many of the 
samesystems.ThefoMowingarethe missi- 
les known to be in service in the Argentine 
and British forces in the South Atlantic: . 

Exocet MM38 (both sides) — A power- 
ful, medium-range ship-to-ship missile, 
which skims along the surface of the sea 
and homes in on its target using its own 
radar. Two or three fired in a batch could ! 
cripple most warships. Built in France, it is i 
carried on frigates and destroyers. , 

Sea Dart (both sides) — A long-range 
ship-to-air radar homing missile carried 
only by the most advanced destroyers in 
the two fleets, and by the British carrier 
Invincible. Built in Britain, it is very fast 
and is likely to be used in enforcing the 
British air blockade around the Falkland 
Islands. 

Sea Wolf (Britain) — A new, short- 
range defense system for knocking out 
approaching missiles. Only three British 
destroyers carty it. The Sea Wolf is fully 
computerized, responding automatically 
when radar identifies a threat. 

Sea Cat (both sides) — A long-serving 
short-range anti-missile system guided by 
eye or by radar. Most British warships 
cany it, while on the Argentine side it 
defends the aging cruiser General Belgr - 
ano. 

Sidewinder (both sides) — A heat- 
seeking dogfight missile developed by the 
United States almost 30 years ago. Aircr- 
aft on both sides carry first and second 
generation Sidewinders, which must be 
fired from behind the target to find the 
heat of the jets. Britain’s Sea Harrier 
jump-jets may also carry some third gene- 
ration Sidewinders, which can track the 
heat of the target from any angle. 

Matra R530 (Argentina) — A French 
air-to-air missile carried by Argentina's 
19 Mirage-III interceptors. Developed in 
1963, it can be armed with radar or heat- 
seeking homing systems whicb can find 
their target from any angle. 

Sea.Skua (Britain) — A new, light miss- 
ile with a radar homing system carried by 
Britain’s small ship-based Lynx helicopt- 
ers, 10 of which are with the British task 
force. It is designed for attack oh small 
.surface ships such as fast patrdl boats.

Solidarity plans protest 


WARSAW, April 30 (Agencies) — Unde- 
rground Solidarity activists Friday called on 
union members and those opposed to the 
mili tary gove rnm ent to disrupt Saturday’s 
May Day march organized by the authorities 
in central Warsaw. 

A leaflet circulating in the capital signed by 
the fugitive head of Solidarity in the Warsaw 
region, Zbigniew Bujak, and an inter-factory 
committee of the suspended free trade union 
called for an alternative march. Although 
there was no way of confirming the authentic- 
ity of the leaflet, normally reliable undergro- 
und sources said it was genuine. 

The leaflet followed a meeting two days 
ago between Bujak and a member of the 
committee, which represented Solidarity 
groups in Warsaw’s main factories, they said. 
It appeared to indicate growing coonii nat- 
ion between the groups opposing martial law. 

Gen. Wojciech Jarnzelski, the head of the 
military council of national salvation and 
Communist Party leader, is due to speak at 
the start of the parade, a relatively low-key 
affair compared to years before the rise of 
Solidarity in 1980. 

Any effective disruption would acutely 
embarrass the leadership, which this week 
announced the release of 1 ,000 internees — - a 
third of the total — *m response to what it 
called a gradual normalization of the situat- 
ion. The parade is traditionally televised live. 

Warsaw streets have already been festoo- 
ned with red and white flags to mark May 
Day, traditionally the most important public 
occasion throughout Communist Eastern 
Europe. Solidarity also boycotted last year's 
celebrations, saying' workers should be allo- 
wed to enjoy their own holiday in whatever 
way they wished. 

Public demonstrations not sanctioned by 
the authorities have been forbidden under 
martial law. and there have been no major 
unofficial gatherings in the capital, except rel- 
igious meetings, since December. The biggest 

U.S. passes bill 
on nuclear waste 

WASHINGTON, April 30 (R) - The 
U.S. Senate has passed a controversial bill to 
establish a national policy for the storage and 
disposal of toxic nuclear wastes from com- 
mercial power plants. 

By a vote of 69-9, senators agreed Thurs- 
day night to authorize storage of the wastes, 
which can remain dangerous for thousands of 
years, in deep geological repositories. The 
bill also calls on the Department of Energy to 
produce a plan which would allow the gov-, 
eminent to retrieve stored nuclear wastes or 
spent atomic fuel. This would allow it to 
extract radioactive plutonium to make nuc- 
lear bombs in the future if necessary. 

Although the legislation calls on the fed- 
eral government to consult with individual 
states before sites for storage are selected, 
senators in the states likely to be chosen were 
far from satisfied with this provision. Democ- 
ratic Sen. John Stennis of Mississippi, where 
salt deposits make it a likely candidate for 
nuclear storage, proposed an amendment to 
delay implementation of the bill for three 
years. It was rejected. 

'■ Another Democrat, William Proxmire of 
Wisconsin, offered an amendment that would 
allow each state an absolute veto over any 
storage site selected by federal officials. This, 
too, was rejected. 

The bill now goes to the House of Rep- 
resentatives for consideration. Under the 
■ dew legislation nuclear power companies 
would pay fees to help pay for permanent 
storage of waste.

Yugoslav leader 
names cabinet 

BELGRADE. April 30 (AFP) — Milka 
Planinc, the official candidate for president of 
Yugoslavia’s federal executive council, 
Thursday announced the composition of her 
proposed cabinet. The new government is to 
be elected after the constitution of a new 
federal parliament an May 15. 

Mrs. Planinc proposed a 29-meniber 
cabinet, with only three vice presidents, 
against six in the outgoing government. It 
included 11 members without portfolio and 
14 federal secretaries (ministers). 

It retained only three outgoing ministers, 
including Zvon Dragan who will continue to 
hold a vice president’s post. Five members of 
the cabinet are from the Yugoslav Commun- 
ist League's direction, including Mrs. 
Planinc, who is president of the Croatian 
Party. Others are Lazar Mojsov for the fore- 
ign minister's post and Stane Dolanc. who 
will be interior minister. 

U.S.company bombed 

SALONIKA, Greece, April 30 (R) — A 
time bomb exploded outside the American 
Express office in central Salonika at dawn 
Friday, causing extensive damage but no cas- 
ualties, a police spokesman said.
